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WHY BRITAIN MUST EXPORT

| UCH has been said and written re- 
iV cently on Britain’s need to increase 
its exports of goods after the war. There 
is no mystery about this vital need: it can 
be demonstrated by a few figures. In 1938 
(the last pre-war year) retained imports 
of merchandise amounted to £859 million; 
the same year British exports of goods 
ere £470 million. The difference of £389 
million was, financed mainly with the in- 
come from overseas‘investments and from 
services rendered to other countries by the 
British Merchant Navy. The income from 
overseas investments was then £200 mil- 
lion, and that from shipping services £100 

million. 
After the 
war these two 


cent increase would mean exports to the 
value of £705 million, in terms of 1938 
prices; at 1944 prices (they were then 78 
ver cent higher than in 1938) the target 
would be £1,255 million. 

The real comparison, however, is not 
with 1938, but with 1944. In that year the 
volume of exports was only 30 per cent of 
what it was in 1938. The need, therefore, 
is to multiply them by five—no mean task. 

The export drive will be beset with many 
difficulties, especially in its early stages. 
To begin with, the volume of resources 
that can be set free for civilian production 
will be severely limited until the end of the 
Japanese war. Secondly, the greatly re- 
stricted production of civilian goods since 

1939 has ex- 
hausted the

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H. P. MACGOWAN SEES TRADE 
AGREEMENT DISCUSSIONS SOON 


O date there have been no official announcements as to what reciprocal trade 

agreements are to be negotiated this year; but, according to H. P. Macgowan, 
chief of the Trade Agreements Unit of the United States Department of Com- 
merce, it may be assumed that countries like Great Britain, Belgium, Canada, 
Czechoslovakia, Netherlands, the Dutch Indies—and probably a few more liberated 
ones—will be in on the important discussions when they occur. 


Mr. Macgowan made this statement dur- 
ing an address before members and guests 
of the International Section of the New 
York Board of Trade. 


The Department of State, he declared, 
has made no official announcement on the 
subject of reciprocal trade agreement ne- 
gotiation. Before one can be concluded 
the Department must announce the inten- 
tion to negotiate and extend an opportuni- 
ty for the submitting of briefs and hold- 
ing of public hearings. Recent state- 
ments, he pointed out, lead to the infer- 
ence that the agreement might be dis- 
cussed with our two best customers— 
Britain and Canada. This was in refer- 
ence to repeated statements that the 
bargaining authority under the old act had 
been virtually exhausted insofar as these 
two countries are concerned. 


The Czech treaty has been rescinded, 
which brings up the logic of a new one. 
If Belgium and the Netherlands should 
consummate their customs union, it would 
seem natural to make a new agreement. 


There is a likelihood that war-tortured 
European countries will come into these 
agreements. Mr. Macgowan expressed 
the belief that for these reasons, and also 
because there is a limit to the number of 
treaties the Department of State can nego- 
tiate at one time, it is probable that most 
of the Latin American agreements will not 
be renegotiated within the near future. 


The Department of Commerce unit head, 
after tracing a number of constructive re- 


sults of the reciprocal program, stressed 
the fact that trade with agreement coun- 
tries in 1938-39 showed approximatel 
twice the increase over the 1934-35 period 
The latter was a period of trade with non 
agreement nations. A major problem, to- 
day, he said, is how other countries will 
get sufficient dollars so that they can pur- 
chase in the United States what they like 
and need. 


He suggested three means for promoting 
imports so that dollars would be put in the 
hands of other countries, thus enabling 
them to make their purchases on a far 
heavier scale: 


1. The maintenance of a high level of 
production as well as all purchasing 
power within the United States. 


2. An attack on trade barriers through 
reciprocal trade agreements, Bretton 
Woods organization, other means. 


3. Intensive educational and promotional 
programs conducted by the United 
States Government and also by busi- 
ness. 






Mr. Macgowan’s third recommendation 
was illustrated by the suggestion that con- 
sumers might be shown how duty costs 
pyramid by the time the goods are sold at 
retail. He made special reference to inter- 
national sample fairs, and outlined some 
of the products suitable for display at such 
projects. The conservation of certain 
natural resources was also mentioned.

world trade, the target could be reached 
without too much difficulty. It must be re- 
membered, however, that some of Britain’s 
most important pre-war export trades are 
not likely to flourish as much in the future 
as they did in the past. 

For example, in 1938 shipments of coal 
and coke contributed £40% million to the 
total exports of £470 million; but it does 
not seem at all likely that it will be pos- 
sible after the war to ship anything like 
the pre-war volume, In textiles and cloth- 
ing, also very big items, the prospect of 


achieving a 50 per cent increase over 1938 
level is not too encouraging. All this 
underlines, in sum, the need for expanding 
the exports of a few industries by more 
than the overall 50 per cent. 

The need for an increase in exports is, 
therefore, as great as will be the difficulties 
in the way of achieving it. But this does 
not justify pessimism. Britain can reach 
its post-war export target in the context 
of an expanding world trade, on condition 
that her wares are of the right design and 
quality, and competitive in price.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


HANDKERCHIEFS — The O.P.A. issued 
Irder No. 100 under the Maximum Impzort 
Price Regulation, effective July 30, 1945, re- 
jating to handkerchiefs made in the Con- 
tinental United States from Irish linen. This 
Order provides a method by which manu- 
facturers and retailers may establish new 
ceiling prices. 

CORDAGE FIBERS—The War Production 
Board amended General Conservation Order 
M-84 on July 26, 1945, to indicate that the 
provisions of this Order apply only to new 
rope or new twine; to assign to manufac- 
turers of wire rope a preference rating of 
AA-1 to obtain jute centers for the produc- 
tion of wire rope; and to provide that rope 
made of agave or manila fiber that has been 
allocated to the War Shipping Board may 
be sold only to fill purchase orders approved 
in writing by the WSA, or to fulfill WSA 
authorizations for withdrawals from emer- 
xency of agave and manila rope. 

COTTON LINTERS; COTTONSEED OIL 
MILL MOTES—The War Production Board 
announced July 28, 1945, that authorizations 
will be granted under General Imports Or- 
der M-63 for the importation of first cut 
cotton linters and cottonseed oil mill motes 
from Brazil. A shipping quota that will 
permit the movement of these commodities, 
subject to the shipment of higher priority 
cargo, has been approved. 

CRUDE BOTANICAL DRUGS — Effective 
August 1, 1945, crude botanical drugs im- 
ported from Canada are exempted from 
price control by Amendment 19 to Supple- 
mentary Order No. 45 of the O.P.A. This 
action was taken because it will involve no 
inflation threat, and because the main- 
tenance of ceiling prices on these commodi- 
ties involves administrative difficulties out 
of proportion to their importance. The 
exemption was made under the recently is- 
sued Directive 68 and was the first imported 
commodity so exempted. 

DISTILLED SPIRITS AND WINES— 

mendment 27 to Maximum Price Regula- 


tion 445 of the O.P.A., effective July 27, 1945, 
extends until September 15, 1945, the date 
until which importers of distilled spirits 
and wines may file with the O.P.A. their 
ceiling prices for items they sold in 1942. 
The former deadline was August 4, 1946. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR—In Amendment 1 to 
Revised Order 51 under the Maximum Im- 
port Price Regulation of the O.P.A., effec- 
tive July 24, 1945, a maximum price is pro- 
vided for warehouse sales of Brazilian 
tapioca flour. This price is % cent per 
pound higher than the ex dock price. 

Imports of tapioca flour from the Domini- 
can Republic, which totaled 5,000 tons in the 
first half of 1945, will be reduced to ap- 
proximately 400 tons in the second half of 
the year because of drought and unfavor- 
able weather conditions. 

JUNIPER BERRIES—The Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration announced on July 
3lst that the “Consorzio Agrario Provin- 
ziale”’ at Florence, Italy, would like com- 
munications directly from importers in the 
United States who are interested in Italian 
juniper berries. Importers are asked to 
write or cable regarding their requirements 
giving information about quality, packaging 
and handling. 

BANANAS—The effective date of Amend- 
ment 4 to Revised Maximum Price Regula- 
tion 285 of the O.P.A. was originally July 
18th for all Mexiean bananas. In Amend- 
ment 5 to the regulation, an effective date 
of July 28, 1945 is provided for Mexican 
processed bananas. 

LEATHER NOVELTIES—On July 24, 1945, 
the War Production Board revoked General 
Direction 16 to Conservation Order M-310, 
which required tanners and converters of 
India tanned goatskins to set aside 50 per 
cent of their skin production for footwear 
purposes. As a result of this action, manu- 
facturers of handbags, billfolds, key cases, 
pocketbooks, and other leather novelties 
will no longer need special applications to 
receive India tanned goatskins.

assist in the gathering of Chinese commer- 
cial legislation and the transmittal thereof 
to the Departments of State and Commerce, 
and other interested Government agencies. 

The field of Chinese commercial law is one 
of growing importance to American busi- 
nessmen and exporters, The corporate form 
of business is comparatively new in China, 
and for that reason Chinese corporation law 
is not as yet well developed. Possibly as a 
result, there has been some confusion and 
uncertainty over the meaning of transla- 
tions of Chinese laws that have been re- 
ceived in the United States. The China 
Legal Section of the Department of Com- 
merce hopes that texts of current Chinese 
laws and regulations will be more readily 
clarified, and that generally greater aid 
will be afforded American businessmen in 
understanding the legal conditions under 
which they may trade in and with China in 
the postwar world. 

The Council, through its Far East Com- 
mittee, will continue to devote adequate at- 
tention to the field of Chinese commercial 
law, and to assist whenever possible the 
Departments of State and Commerce in 
rendering aid to American business in this 
connection.

REPARATIONS AND WAR CLAIMS 


Proposals on the reparations problem, as 
transmitted to the Department of State to 
be forwarded to the United States Delega- 
tion to the Moscow Reparation Commission, 
are set forth in the attached statement. 

This statement, which was prepared by 
the Foreign Property-Holders lrotective 
Committee, confirms and amplifies some of 
the points raised by members of this Com- 
mittee with members of the United States 
Deiegation during discussions and through 
communications earlier this year. 

The basic objectives of this statement of 
principles are to insure: 

1. That in the division among the United 
Nations of the total reparations demanded 
or received from enemy countries, the 
United States Government and its nationals 
shall participate on an equal basis with any 
of the other United Nations and their na- 
tionals. 

2. That in the restitution of and/or com- 
pensation for losses, the foreign interests of 
United States nationals shall be accorded 
treatment no less favorable than that ac- 
corded the nationals of any other United 
Nation,

based upon our understanding that the 
Moscow Reparation Commission is to de- 
termine the total amount of reparations 


which Germany shall pay; that each of the 
United Nations will present its total de- 
mands, including claims for private losses, 
to the Reparation Commission, and that the 
total sum to be received from Germany will 
be apportioned equitably among the United 
Nations, Thereafter, the distribution of 
each nation’s share will rest with each gov- 
ernment. 

The Committee is engaged further in con- 
sidering the distribution of the total amount 
to be allotted the United States, a considera- 
tion which embraces such ‘topics as the cate- 
gories of claims to be considered, the 
method of preparing and presenting claims, 
the machinery for adjudicating such claims, 
the disposition of enemy assets situated in 
this country and other such related matters. 

The Committee has also indicated to the 
Legal Adviser to the Department of State 
its interest in the problems mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph and has requested 
a statement of position on the receipt and 
consideration of claims for war losses. In 
that connection, the Committee is engaged 
in a study of experience on war claims fol- 
lowing World War I and draft chapters cov- 
ering the following subjects and being re- 
viewed preparatory to final printing and 
general distribution:

RESTRICTIONS ON FOREIGN 
BUSINESS TRAVEL 


In response to a communication from the 
Council urging that the Government act to 
facilitate American business trips to for- 
eign areas, the Acting Secretary of State 
has advised that the policy of the Depart- 
ment of State is to assist businessmen to 
proceed to other parts of the world as the 
military situation permits, and has set forth 
steps being taken to implement this policy. 
According to the Acting Secretary, the De- 
partment will continue to press for speedier 
foreign Government visa procedures and for 
more adequate travel accommodations for 
businessmen who contemplate travel which 
is considered to be in the national interest. 
The situation of accommodations in West- 
bound vessels and planes is receiving spe- 
cial attention, since assurance of return 
voyage facilities is an important item in 
connection with trips of businessmen to 
Europe. 

Upon request, the Department will en- 
deavor to obtain the consent of foreign Gov- 
ernments to the entry of American nationals 
into their territory for the purposes of re- 
covering American property and reestablish- 
ing international trade. Instances in which 
the national interests of the United States 
are affected should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Department in detail. If circum- 
stances do not permit the early validation of 
passports of businessmen to liberated areas 
for the recovery of American property, re- 
quests for information concerning such 
property should be forwarded to the Divi- 
sion of Foreign Service Administration 
which will communicate with offices abroad 
and transmit reports received from them. 

For all countries of Europe, except Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, for which military 
permits are still required, validation of 
passports permitting travel to additional 
countries after arrival abroad can now be

effected by all major American Foreign Ser- 
vice offices in Europe. Germany is still a 
military zone, and, according to advice from 
the War Department, entry of civilians for 
commercial pursuits is currently prohibited. 
In general, passports to leave the United 
States will not be issued unless applicants 
submit with their applications evidence 
establishing that their presence in a Euro- 
pean country would serve the interests of 
the United States, directly or indirectly, or 
the interests of particular European coun- 
tries by virtue of aid to the economic re- 
construction of those countries. 


TREATIES OF FRIENDSHIP AND 
COMMERCE 


The Council has forwarded to the Depart- 
ment of State a proposal seeking a general 
review of all treaty relations between the 
United States and any foreign country prior 
to the commencement of negotiations for‘a 
particular commercial treaty or trade agree- 
ment with the country in question. The pur- 
pose of such a review would be to lay the 
basis for a sound decision as to the various 
treaty types required’to assure satisfactory, 
long-range commercial relations between 
the two countries. Having decided upon 
such comprehensive treaty requirements, 
any one treaty or trade agreement would 
include a provision binding the two Govern- 
ments to carry out a program of additional 
necessary treaties. A pact containing this 
provision might be voided by either high 
contracting party unless all other treaties 
of the specified types were negotiated and 
ratified within a reasonable period of time, 
perhaps two years. Reciprocal Trade Agree- 


ments, Treaties of Friendship and Com- 
merce, and conventions to Prevent Double 
Taxation are the three treaty categories 


called to the attention of the Department as 
generally necessary to establish satisfactory 


commercial relations with foreign countries. 

Privileges granted by the United States in 
any one type of commercial treaty or agree- 
ment should constitute a basis for bargain- 
ing during the negotiation of other treaties 
or agreements with the same foreign coun- 
try. For example, concessions granted to a 
foreign country by the United States in a 
reciprocal trade agreement might well con- 
stitute an inducement sufficiently strong to 
warrant the acceptance by that foreign 
country of provisions in a Treaty of Friend- 
ship and Commerce concerning national 
treatment rights on a reciprocal basis in the 
establishment of branch plants. Once a 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement has_ been 
adopted, current procedure closes to our 
negotiators the possibility of using conces- 
sions, already granted, as incentives to the 
foreign Government to negotiate a mutually 
satisfactory Treaty of Friendship and Com- 
merce, without which, the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreement may be substantially less bene- 
ficial to American nationals than might have 
been anticipated. 

A Treaty of Friendship and Commerce 
protects foreign traders in any of those 
rights which are fundamental to operations 
in a foreign country. Such a treaty is the 
traditional medium for the protection of 
United States nationals against the arbi- 
trary exercise of power by the Government 
of a foreign country; the reverse, of course, 
also holds true of foreign nationals in their 
relations with our Government. Treaties of 
Friendship and Commerce cover such sub- 
jects as the right of nationals of one nation 
to enter, travel and reside in the territory 
of the other; the right of nationals and cor- 
porations of one nation to do business, ac- 
quire, own and dispose of real and personal 
property in the territory of the other, to 
have access to the latter’s courts, and to be 
compensated in the event of expropriation

Import authorizations will be granted under General Imports Order M-63 for first cut 
cotton linters and cottonseed oil mill motes from Brazil, effective July 28, 1945. 

A shipping quota that will permit the movement of these commodities, subject to the 
shipment of higher priority cargo, has been approved, 

Owing to recent cutbacks in requirements by Army Ordnance, it is now concluded that 
Brazilian first cut linters will not be needed to supplement the supply of chemical linters 
needed to meet military and essential civilian requirements, WPB said.

INDIA TANNED GOATSKIN 


Manufacturers of handbags, billfolds, key cases, pocketbooks and other leather novel- 
ties will no longer need special applications to receive India tanned goatskin. 
The board revoked Direction 16 to Order M-310, which required tanners and converters 
of India tanned goatskins to set aside 50 per cent of their skin production for footwear 
purposes. 
Only a small amount of the skins was used for shoes and that the direction imposed 
} a hardship on a number of small tanners by requiring that they keep voluminous records 
of minor transactions. The amount of India tanned goatskin to be used for civilian shoes 
will remain approximately the same although the order is revoked. Manufacturers of 
billfolds and other leather iteins have been able to obtain the goatskin in the past, but only 
hrough special application to WPB.

FOOD IMPORTS—WAR FOOD ORDER 63 


Effective July 20, 1945, War Food Order 63 is revised as follows: 

The United States Department of Agriculture has made a number of changes in food 
import regulations under War Food Order No. 63 to bring them in Jine with developments 
in the world food supply situation resulting from the termination of the war in Europe. 
For instance, European countries now can obtain more of their supply of some foods 
by direct shipment from producing countries as replacement of supplies formerly shipped 
from the United States. This is making it possible for this country to reduce Lend-Lease 
and other export program shipments of some foods which are in short supply. 

To aid in channeling such foods directly to consuming countries, thus relieving the 
drain on this country’s supplies, the USDA has continued previous controls on food 1m- 
ports, and has extended controls to a few additional food items. 

The list of foods under import control has been revised to include: Tuna fish in oil 
or in oil and other substances; fish paste and fish sauce; crabmeat, including crab sauce 
and crab paste, canned; oysters, canned; razor clams, canned; clams (except razor clams) 
and clams in combination with other substances (except clam chowder), canned; lobsters 
(including spiny lobsters and crawfish), canned; lobster paste and sauce; castor beans, 
and castor oil. 

Syrups and extracts for use in the manufacture of beverages have been deleted from 
the list, and in their place control will now be exercised over syrups, molasses, sugar-con- 
taining solutions, and sugar mixtures, edible, derived in whole or in part from sugar or 
sugar cane, irrespective of sugar, invert sugar, or non-sugar content, whether added to 
or derived from the product. 

WFO-63 import control of bone products has been limited to those used for feed or 
fertilizer. The War Production Board controls the importation of bone grist and ground 
bone for other uses, as well as all crude bones. 

Anchovies, either canned or not canned, have been removed from the list 
items. 

To insure that available sugar supplies are imported as sugar, rather than in some 
less needed form, the controls of the order have been extended to cover the importation 
from all sources of sugar-containing products, composed of 50 per cent or more by weight 
of sugar, regardless of the type of transportation used in shipment into the United States. 

To assure delivery of controlled foods to the countries to which allocation has been 
recommended, the USDA has amended the import order to provide control over the im- 
portation of restricted foods which are purchased prior to the granting of an import 
authorization. Authorizations will not be granted to importers who anticipate receipt of 
authorization to import by purchasing foods which may have been recommended for allo- 
cation to countries other than the United States. 

Other changes include a specific statement that any import authorization may be 
revoked at any time by the Director of Supply, CCC, USDA. The termination date for all 
War Production Board import authorizations on food issued when such food was subject to 
WPB Order M-63, unless otherwise terminated, will be July 31, 1945 

Exemptions from import control are now provided for food grown, produced, or manu- 
factured in the continental United States, or food imported, which after being shipped out 
for storage, is returned. This replaces the exemption provided for consignment shipped 
out of the United States which were rejected and returned by the prospective purchaser. 
These changes in WFO-63 become effective July 20, 1945. 


COCOA (COIR) MATS FROM INDIA 


Consideration will be given to requests for extension of shipment dates under authori- 
zations that were issued prior to March 15, 1945, for importation of civilian cocoa (coir) 
mats from India. WPB emphasized, however, that extensions will be considered only for 
cocoa mats that were ordered against such authorizations before they were canceled, and 
that have been manufactured and are now available for immediate shipment from India. 

Requests for extensions should be filed by letter with the Imports Section of the Tex- 
tile, Clothing and Leather Bureau, WPB, Washington 25, D. C. The letters should contain 
the following information: (1) the number of the import authorization under Order M-63 
(imports of strategic materials); (2) date of purchase; (3) the quantity of cocoa mats (in 
pounds) manufactured and now available for immediate shipment from India; (4) 
name of shipper 

The proposed action has been made possible by receipt of official information that the 
Travancore Government of India has consented to the export of civilian cocoa mats now 
ready for shipment over and above the United States quota, which now is reserved for 
coir yarn and products for military purposes only. 

WPB has issued no authorizations for imports of civilian cocoa mats since March 135, 


1945. This policy remains in effect.

ARGENTINA WOOL 


Additional imports of wool from Argentina will be authorized during the month of 
August. No restriction will be placed on the quality of wool to be imported. 

Persons who wish to participate in this program should file Form WPB-1041 with 
WPB, Washington 25, D. C., Reference M-63. Because of the limited shipping space gvail- 
able for Argentine Wool, however, WPB is requesting that only importers who intend to 
use their authorizations apply for permission to import. 

In general, authorizations to individual importers will be based on their imports of 
Argentine wool during the period of October 1, 1941, to September 30, 1942, or on their 
purchases of Argentine wool against authorizations issued during the period July 1, 1943, 
to June 30, 1944, whichever is higher. WPB also proposes to authorize importation of a 
limited quantity of wool to importers who do not import or purchase Argentine wool dur- 
ing those periods. 





Because of improved shipping conditions between this country and South America, 
the War Production Board has lifted the import restrictions on Argentine wool. 

The board said that import authorizations under General Imports Order M-63 will be 
issued to both new and old importers and will not be limited in quantity. 

This policy, a revision of that of August 2, 1945, entitles all concerns, with or without 
poem a experience, to receive equal treatment as far as import regulations of WPB are 
concerned. 


ARSENIC 


Controls on the allocation of arsenic have been removed. This action results from the 
revocation of Schedule 46 (Arsenic) of Order M-300, the general chemicals allocation order. 

WPB explained that there is an adequate supply of arsenic available in the Western 
Hemisphere, including domestic production as well as imports from Mexico, Canada and 
Peru, to meet the maximum anticipated domestic requirements. In addition, shipping 
lanes to Sweden have been opened, and Sweden is the world’s largest producer of arsenic. 

Because there have been no serious insect infestations in the cotton South, there are 
also large carry-over stocks of finished arsenicals for agricultural purposes remaining 
from the production of the past two seasons. 


JUTE FIBER FROM INDIA 


A proposal to allocate jute fiber for export from India to the United States during the 
six-month period from June 26 to December 25, 1945, was reported by WPB officials at a 
recent meeting of the Jute Spinners Industry Advisory Committee. The proposed alloca- 
tion would include the quantity already allocated for shipment to the United States for 
the three-month period beginning June 26, 1945. 

The world supply of jute is allocated by the Combined Raw Materials Board. The 
quantity made available to the United States is imported under authorizations issued to 
individual jute processors by WPB under General Imports Order M-63. In general, au- 
thorizations are based on each processor’s average annual consumption of raw jute and 
jute butts during the years 1939, 1940 and 1941. 

All jute processors who wish to participate in the jute import program for the period 
ending December 25 are requested to communicate by letter with the Textile, Clothing and 
Leather Bureau, WPB. 

Industry members expressed the opinion that shipping space might not be available 
for transportation of the full quantity of jute that may be allocated. They requested that 
importers be granted an extension of at least two months beyond December 25. 

In discussing the possibility that future cutbacks in military orders may release ca- 
pacity for production of certain jute products, such as carpet yarn, that are not now per- 
mitted, committee members emphasized that the industry’s total productive capacity still 
is required for the items permitted by Order M-70 (jute and jute products). They recom- 
mended, however, that WPB “open-end” M-70 to allow production of currently prohibited 
items whenever military requirements drop sufficiently to permit such action. 

WPB representatives pointed out that restrictions on the use of jute butts, or cuttings, 
had been removed through amendment of Orders M-70 and M-84, July 11, 1945. They added 
that the amended orders also permit manufacturers to sell twines on unrated as well as 
rated orders,

AMERICAN TECHNICAL EXPERTS IN EUROPE 


More than 200 American technical experts drawn from almost as many different firms 
as well as from universities and government agencies are now in Europe investigating 
Germany’s technical industrial war secrets under the direction of the joint Chiefs of Staff

Most of the investigators were dispatched by the Foreign Economic Administration, 
but some by the War Production Board, and the Department of Interior. Representatives 
of some government agencies were detailed to FEA while the military services dispatched 
several officers who are working in close collaboration with the civilian investigators. 

Important information already has been obtained and some investigators have com- 
pleted their work and returned. However, the greater number still are overseas and 
others are going over. 

At the direction of the military, and in association with other Government agencies, 
FEA early this year began adding the experts to its staff for dispatch into Germany as 
soon as the military situation permitted. Many were in Germany under a pledge of 
secrecy before V-E Day, gathering technical industrial information before the enemy had 
a chance to destroy documents or equipment. , 

The technicians were under an urgent directive to search out German industrial proc- 
esses, inventions, enzineering, and “know-how” required to aid U. S. war production. 

Procedures are now being established for the wider dissemination of the information 
as soon as practicable. This will be done through Government channels, the investigators 
themselves being prohibited from disclosing to any but Government sources the informa- 


tion they obtain. 
ITALIAN SNUFF TOBACCO 


Italian snuff tobacco is expected to be available shortly to tobacco jobbers who have 
an established pre-war record of trade with the Italian Tobacco Monopoly. 

The tobacco, Sant’ Antonio superior snuff tobacco, will be shipped from Italy by the 
Allied Commission. Before the war, the tobacco was sold through the Italian Tobacco 
Monopoly, New York, N. Y.

PHILIPPINE TRADE ADVISORY GROUP 

The Philippine Trade Advisory Group of the Foreign Economic Administration held an 
all-day meeting in Washington, Tuesday, August 14. 

The responsibility of FEA and the trade to furnish civilian supplies to the Philippines 
beginning September 1 was discussed at length. The Army will cease furnishing such 
supplies after that date. FEA officials said the agency is looking to the trade to meet 
Philippine requirements. FEA, however, will try to furnish, through the U. S. Commer- 
cial Company to tne extent necessary and possible, whatever supplies cannot be provided 
by the trade, they added, 

A procedure for expeditious export to the Philippines of most urgently needed com- 
modities was presented by FEA and met with approval by the advisory group. This 
procedure will be announced shortly in Manila and Washington and will be followed 
until normal trade can be completely reestablished. 

A list of the critical commodities needed in the Vhilippines has been compiled by the 
FEA mission headed by Van Lear Woodward, which has just returned from a survey trip 
to the islands. Herbert Magnussen of Connel Brothers, San Francisco, Calif., and James 
S. Baker, assistant chief of the General Commodities Division, FEA, were the other mem- 
bers of this mission. The list and the official markups for wholesalers and retailers will 
be ready for publication shortly in both the United States and the Philippines. 

Mr. Woodward said that through the efforts of the FEA mission, the Philippine Com- 
monwealth has established price ceilings; that beginning October 1, Manila will have a 
regular ration plan; that 13 piers have been opened; that the Army has set aside a sorting 
shed for privately owned commodities arriving in the Philippines, and the FEA mission 
has received concessions for use of Army warehouses. Mr. Woodward also said that sev- 
eral + eaten insurance companies are in operation and that five banks have been 
reopene . 

Members of the Philippine Trade Advisory Group emphasized that unless sufficient 
trade personnel and proper facilities are made available, exporters cannot fulfill the task 
set by the Army and FEA of shipping adequate civilian supplies to the Philippines.

An FEA office in Prague, Czechoslovakia, will be opened soon, to perform functions 
similar to those of FEA offices in other liberated areas. 
D. A. Shvetzoff, acting chief of the Eastern European Division of FEA, has left for 
Prague and will be followed in a few days by staff members of the Prague office. 


PROCEDURE FOR IMPORTING FROM ITALY 


The Foreign Economic Administration released information as to present procedures 
for importing goods from Italy. These procedures are of an interim nature and will be 
in effect only until private trade can again operate on a normal basis in Italy. 

The U. S. Commercial Company acts on behalf of the Allied Commission in Italy in 
the sale and distribution to the United States of all Italian products, In the near future 
it is expected that the Instituto Nazionale per il Commercio Estero, an Italian government 
export organization, will take over the export work of the Allied Commission, and that 
the USCC will act in the same capacity for the Italian organization as it has acted hereto- 
fore for the Allied Commission. 

American importers and Italian exporters may contact each other directly and nego- 
tiate preliminary details of all transactions that do not involve strategic materials being 
procured directly by the U. S. Government or under international allocation. All Ameri- 
can orders must therefore be placed through, and confirmed by USCC. Before a deal can 
be closed, it must be approved by the Allied Commission and the Italian government, 
since commodities in short supply and deemed necessary for Italian economy may not be 
permitted export while certain other commodities, mostly those in the strategic category, 
also may not be sent to the U. S. if they have been allocated elsewhere by the Combined 
Boards. 

In order to help promote trade and as a service in reestablishing contacts between 
buyers and sellers, the USCC has requested the Allied Commission and the Instituto Na- 
zionale per il Commercio Estero whenever possible when making offers for the account of 
the Italians, to secure from them the name or names of importers in the United States to 
whom they wish to offer their merchandise. The USCC then informs the mentioned Ameri- 
can concerns of the Italian offers. If the Italians do not name a specific importer, the 
merchandise is offered to the trade at large. The same system holds true for the Ameri- 
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can importer who can direct his inquiry to the supplier of his own choice. As communica- 
tions, with the exception of “transactional” communications, are now permitted with Italy 
by both letter and cable, this procedure should assist in reestablishing trade channels, 
which have been severed by the war. 

When negotiations reach the stage where an American importer wishes to place his 
order, he should use FEA Form 5619, and submit it to the U. S. Commercial Company, FEA, 
Washington 25, D. C. This form is available on request at the Foreign Economic Adminis- 
tration office, 61 Broadway, New York, or Temporary “T” Building, Washington 25, D. C. 

Transactional Procedure and Payment: USCC does not accept open orders to purchase. 
All orders filed on FEA Form 519 must be for specific merchandise at specific prices nego- 
tiated between buyer and seller. Upon receipt of an order from an importer, USCC for- 
wards it to Italy. When advice is received that the order is satisfactory to the Allied Com- 
mission, the Italian government and the seller, USCC confirms same to the buyer with the 
request that an irrevocable domestic letter of credit be opened in favor of the U. S. Com- 
mercial Company for 110 per cent of the ex vessel in bond, U. S. port price of the mer- 
chandise concerned. Letters of credit are payable against commercial invoice of USCC 
which includes the cost of the merchandise shipped plus transportation costs and incidental 
expenses together with either bills of lading or delivery order. Delivery and title passes 
to the buyer ex vessel in bond, U. S. port. The Italian exporter is paid in lire in Italy by 
the Bank of Italy on order from the Istituto Nazionale per il Commercio Estero. 

Prices: Prices should be figured on the basis of 100 lire to the dollar. Prior to sub- 
mitting order forms to USCC for conclusion of a deal, the importer should make certain 
that OPA regulations are met. In figuring out ex vessel in bond, U. S. port prices, im- 
porters should bear in mind that customarily Italian shippers not located close to the 
seaports quote prices “at the factory,” so that packing and boxing charges, and transpor- 
tation costs to the Italian seaport will have to be added to the factory prices. It is im- 
possible at present to compute at this end lira costs, so all quotations should be requested 
FOB Italian port; freight and insurance can then be added to arrive at an ex vessel in 
bond U. S. port price. 

Licenses: Individual buyers do not require Treasury licenses for payments to USCC 
nor for making preliminary direct arrangements with Italian exporters. 

Sales Agreements: The Department of the Treasury has advised that it does not now 
require licenses for persons in the U. S., not nationals of blocked countries, to enter into 
agreements with nationals of blocked countries (including Italy) for the distribution of 
the latter’s merchandise in the U. S. The Treasury Department has not expressed an 
opinion as to whether an Agency contract entered into prior to the war has been canceled 
or suspended by the war. This point is subject to judicial determination, which has not 
as yet been made. 

Insurance: As all deliveries are ex vessel in bond, U. S. port, importers do not have to 
cover insurance. Insurance from point of delivery in U. S. to buyer will, of course, be 
for buyer’s account. 

Shipping: Transportation to port in Italy and shipping arrangements to U. S. are a 
matter of coordination between the Italian Government, the Allied Commission and USCC. 
An office of the USCC is being opened in Rome to expedite transactions,

The Consorzio Agrario Provinziale at Florence, Italy, which is the organization dealing 
in Juniper berries, would like to establish direct communication with importers in the 
United States in order to discuss with them matters pertaining to quality, handling and 
packaging of the berries. 

It is suggested that interested importers write or cable directly to the Consorzio 
Agrario Provinziale, Florence, Italy, giving details of their requirements. 


VETERANS DESIRING TO ENGAGE IN EXPORT TO BE GIVEN 
SPECIAL CONSIDERATION 


Effective immediately, special consideration will be given to export license applica- 
tions submitted by returned veterans who wish to establish themselves in the export trade; 
or, if the veteran was an exporter before entering the armed services, to aid him in re- 
establishing his export business. 

FEA will establish a veterans’ reserve, which will give veterans special consideration 
by setting aside for them limited quantities of commodities that are under allocation 
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to FEA 
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A number of commodities are licensed generally to exporters in accordance with the 
applicant’s past participation during a base period. When this licensing practice bars a 
veteran from participating because of his absence in the military service during all or 
part of the base period, FEA will accept export experience in the particular commodity 
in other years as the basis for his participation with other exporters in the export quota. 

Veterans not previously engaged in the exporting field will be issued licenses out of 
the quantities set aside in the veterans’ reserve. 

Veterans should note, however, that while every possible consideration will be given 
to their applications, FEA cannot guarantee that veterans will receive approved export 
licenses for all applications submitted. 

There are many commodities that may be exported under general license; that is, 
without the necessity of obtaining individual export licenses from FEA, In addition, there 
are many other commodities requiring an individual license that may be exported in small 
quantities under general license to most destinations. These general license instructions 
are set forth in Comprehensive Export Schedule Number 18. 

In order to participate in the special veterans’ preference plan, a veteran must first 
submit a letter to FEA containing the following information: his name and address, or, 
if the application is to be submitted under the name of a firm or corporation, the name and 
address of such firm or corporation; a statement showing date of entry into active mili- 
tary or naval service, the type and date of discharge or release, including the title of the 
document, the branch of the service, and his serial number. Instead of such statement 
the veteran may, if he wishes, furnish a photostatic copy or a copy of his discharge or re- 
lease certified by a commissioned officer of the armed forces or a notary public. The 
veteran should also state that all export license applications are filed for his own account, 
or, if they are filed for the account of a firm or corporation, should indicate the extent 
of his ownership interest in such firm or corporation and the extent of his active participa- 
tion in the business. 

Ordinarily, veterans filing license applications under this procedure will not receive 
the benefits of this plan unless such applications are filed by the veteran for his own 
account or for the account of a firm or corporation in which he has at least a 50 per cent 
ownership interest. This letter should be sent in duplicate to the Foreign Economic Ad- 
ministration, Washington 25, D. C., Attention: Veterans Preference Officer. FEA will 
notify the veteran of his eligibility to preference under the plan. His eligibility having 
been established, the veteran need not submit this information again. 

When applications are submitted, the words “Veteran Preference” must be placed at 
the bottom of Section Te of Form FEA 419, the application for export license. Under these 
words, the veterans should indicate any previous experience in the export of the specific 
commodity or commodities covered by the application and to what extent such experience 
was prior to his entering the armed services. 

Veterans are advised that they must comply with the regulations of FEA, including 
the requirement of a firm order for the commodities covered by the application, and must 
possess necessary import recommendations and other specified documents in those in- 
stances where they are required. These requirements are explained in the Comprehensive 
Export Schedule. 

Veterans desiring to set up or reestablish an export business should acquaint them- 
selves with present FEA regulations governing the export of commodities as outlined in 
Comprehensive Export Schedule Number 18, which may be obtained at 50 cents per copy 
from the field offices of the Department of Commerce; the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C.; or the New York office of FEA at 61 
Broadway, New York City. 

Current export bulletins, published by FEA from time to time, supplement the in- 
formation contained in the current Comprehensive Export Schedule. These bulletins may 
be obtained free of charge and are available from the Exporters Service, Foreign Economic 
Administration, Washington 25, D. C., or from the FEA New York office at 61 Broadway; 
or from the field offices of the Department of Commerce. The veteran may also request 
that his name be placed on the mailing list to receive copies of current export bulletins 
by directing his request to the Requirements and Supply Branch, Foreign Economic Ad- 
ministration, Washington 25, D. C. All export license applications forms may also be 
obtained from any of the offices indicated above. 

Veterans having any specific questions concerning procedures, should address their 
inquiries to FEA, Washington 25, D. C., Attention: Veterans Preference Officer, who will 
answer such questions and also will furnish any additional data that he believes will 
be helpful and useful to the veteran in setting up or reestablishing an export business. 

Consideration is being given to the possibility of holding a meeting of veterans in 
New York who are interested in obtaining the benefits of the plan.

PRICE CONTROL POLICY 


The Office of Economic Stabilization and the Office of Price Administration announced 
plans to suspend or exempt from price control commodities of minor economic importance. 
Under Directive No. 68, issued by the Office of Economic Stabilization on July 24, 1945, the 
O.P.A., is authorized under stated conditions, to suspend price control for specific items, or 
to exempt them from price control entirely. 


RETAIL CEILING PRICES ON CERTAIN IMPORTED GOODS 


Effective July 26, 1945, O.P.A. has issued the following changes: 

1. Novelty woodenware, such as trays, bowls, vases, etc., are added to the classes of 
imported goods listed in paragraph (c) of the Order with a percentage mark-up in Column 
II of 75 per cent. 

2. Leather cigar and cigarette cases, compacts, coin purses, letter cases (pocket size), 
desk sets and memo pads are added to the list, in paragraph (c) of the Order with a per- 
centage mark-up of 75 per cent. 

3. Men’s billfolds are added to the list in connection with men’s wallets originally 
included with a percentage mark-up of 61 per cent. 

4. Section (c) of the Order is amended to provide that where an importer or a 
domestic wholesaler certifies on his invoice to a retailer that his prices for the invoiced 
imported goods does not exceed his March, 1942, ceiling prices, then the retailer may use a 
ceiling price he established for the same goods under the General Maximum Price Regula- 
tion on any item included in the listed 16 classes rather than increase the permitted per- 
centage mark-up by one-third of the percentage provided in Column II of section (c). 

Even though an imported item falls in one of the 16 classes listed in Order 83, re- 
tailers should take their ceiling prices from the pricing chart regulation (Maximum Price 
Regulation 580) if the item is covered by that regulation or if they elect to include the 
item cr. their pricing charts as an item related to articles that fall within any general 
category in the pricing chart regulation. 

Order 83 does NOT apply to sales of goods imported directly from foreign suppliers 
by retailers. Maximum prices for such goods are established under Section 8 of the Maxi- 
mum Import Price Regulation or other regulations applicable to importers, (Amendment 
2 to Order 83 under the Maximum Import Price Regulation—effective July 26, 1945.) 


EXPORT PRICES 


When persons who sell Government-subsidized commodities to exporters are required 
by the subsidizing agency to refund the amount of the subsidy, they may pass along its 
amount to the exporter as a ceiling price increase. The-action, effective August 1, 1945, 
was necessary to align the export price regulation with administrative procedures of Gov- 
ernment agencies in charge of subsidy programs, particularly in the case of refined sugar 
sold for export. 

Under the refund procedures adopted by the Commodity Credit Corporation, refiners 
who sell refined sugar to exporters are required to make the refund. OPA’s export price 
regulation already allowed exporters to increase their ceiling prices where they make the 
refuna themselves, but this action was necessary to enable their suppliers to do likewise. 
The same rule applies, where the subsidizing agency withholds the subsidy on commodi- 
ties for export, instead of paying it and then requiring refund. (Amendment 19 to Second 
Revised Maximum Export Price Regulation—Effective August 1, 1945.) 


SWEDISH WOODPULP 


No increase above announced ceiling prices is expected either on domestic or on 
Swedish woodpulp, which is beginning to arrive in this country. Ceiling prices for 
Scandinavian woodpulp are the same as the producer ceilings covering domestic and Cana- 
dian woodpulp sold in the United States. i 

Since this ruling was announced on June 14, rumors that prices for domestic or 
Swedish woodpulp would be increased later this year have become current in the trade. 
These rumors are without any foundation, the agency emphasized. 
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OFFICE OF PRICE ADMINISTRATION—Continued 


FRESH ITALIAN PRUNES 


Ceiling prices for fresh Italian prunes, f.o.b. the shipping point, will be the same for 
the 1945 crop as for those produced in 1944. The prices are intended to permit growers 
to obtain an average of $76.43 a ton. However, effective August 25, 1945, wholesale ceil- 
ing prices for fresh Italian prunes will be reduced two cents a standard container. This 
is possible because the allowance for services performed by shipping point distributors 
and growers’ sales agents have been reduced two cents a standard container. 

This was done to bring the allowance shipping point distributors and growers’ sales 
agents receive for handling fresh Italian prunes into proper relationship with similar 
allowances for their services in handling other fruits. The new allowance for the haltf- 
bushel] container is nine cents and for the standard prune box is five cents. (Amendment 
138 to Maximum Price Regulation 426—Fresh Fruits and Vegetables for Table Use, Sales 


Except at Retail—eficctive August 25, 1945.) 


KIDSKINS—MOIRE LAMB 


Maximum prices have been established for the customary assortments of African and 
Indian kidskins. In addition, Indian Moiré Lamb has been specifically set forth as a 
separate kind of skin and must be listed as such on invoices to purchasers. These changes, 
effective August 15, 1945, are designed to correlate the regulation on furs and peltries with 
the regulation on fur garments. Prices of fur skins are reflected in the highest price line 
limitations set in the fur garment regulation 

The fur skin regulation contains maximum prices for colored African and Indian kid- 
skins, and separate maximum prices for white African and Indian kidskins. Since African 
kid is usually purchased in ar assortment of 75 per cent colored and 25 per cent white 
skins, and Indian kid in an assortment of 90 per cent colored and 10 per cent white skins, 
new maximum prices have been added to cover these customary assortments. Where an 
assortment varies from the percentages listed, the maximum price for the new assortment 
is the price determined on the basis of the separate maximum prices previously established 
for colored and white skins respectively. 

Indian Moire Lamb, is under a base period price ‘‘freeze’”’ while Indian lamb skins are 
under dollar-and-cent prices. Until now, however, Indian Moire Lamb had not been specif- 
ically designated a separate kind of skin. Sellers are required to list the skins as Indian 
Moire Lamb on invoices, which will aid manufacturers in properly classifying Indian Moire 
Lamb coats under the provisions of the fur garment regulation. These changes will have 
no effect on skin prices, but they will help to obtain improved compliance with both the 
fur and the fur garment regulations. (Amendment 5 to Maximum Price Regulation 541— 
Raw, Dressed, and Dressed and Dyed Furs and Peltries—effective August 15, 1945.) 


CRUDE BOTANICAL DRUGS FROM CANADA 


All sales in the United States of crude botanical drugs imported from Canada, of 
laboratory reagent specialty solutions and of prepared culture media have heen exempted 
from price control. Crude botanical drugs are used in medicines, and the other two items 
are used in laboratories for testing purposes. 

This action, effective August 1, 1945, is taken because it will involve no inflation threat 
and because the maintenance of ceiling prices on these items involves administrative dif- 
ficulties out of proportion to their importance. (Amendment 19 to Supplementary Order 
No. 45—Exemption from Price Control of Certain Commodities and Services.) 


VEGETABLE WAXES AND BEESWAX 


All persons buying vegetable waxes or beeswax abroad are required to file a state- 
ment regarding such transactions within two weeks of the date of purchase. This action, 
effective July 31, 1945, is for the purpose of strengthening enforcement of ceiling prices 
applicable to these imports. 

The reports, to be sent to the Rubber, Chemicals and Drugs Price Branch in OPA’s 
national office, should show date of purchase; quantity and type of wax; country of 
origin; name of foreign seller; name of broker or agent, if any: total amount paid or to 
be paid, including amount for broker or agent, if any; name of bank handling letter of 
eredit and expected date of shipment. Industry members have recommended this new 
requirement. 

In the same action, OPA permits importers of beeswax to pay qualified domestic 
brokers or agents a commission on purchases of beeswax from abroad. not to exceed one 
per cent, provided no part of the commission is paid to a foreign seller or foreign broker. 
The action also increases by 2% cents a pound the ceiling price of Portuzuese East Afri- 
can beeswax to put the item ona parity with Portuguese West African beeswax (Amend- 
ment 5 to Revised Maximum Price Regulation 264—Vegetable Waxes and Beeswax.) 
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STEARIC ACID 


Maximum prices have been established for imported stearic acid—a fatty hardening 
agent used in making candles and other industrial goods. Maximum prices for the im- 
ported product become effective August 18, 1945, and are the same (with all duties and 
taxes paid) as ceiling prices already in effect for equivalent grades and quantities of 
domestic stearic acids. 

Imported stearic acids have not been brought into this country since 1910. Before 
the stoppage of imports because of the European war, however, the imported commodity 
sold at about the same price as domestic stearic acids. (Amendment 48 to Maximum Price 
Regulation 53—Fats and Oils—effective August 18, 1945.) 


IRISH LINEN HANDKERCHIEFS 


Ceiling prices of Irish linen handkerchiefs made in the United States have been restored 

to the approximate levels applicable before March 2, 1944, when they were reduced to 1942 
(els. 

ae This action, effective July 30, 1945, while allowing substantial increases over the 1942 

levels, will generally result in ceiling prices no higher than prevailed early in 1944. 

The higher ceilings are allowed, to permit continued manufacture of these handker- 
chiefs in this country. 3ecause prices of the linen that goes into the handkerchiefs have 
risen greatly, manufacturers in this country cannot continue operations without a price 
increase. Since 1944 the ceilings have been more nominal than real because there has been 
almost no production of these handkerchiefs in the United States since that date. 

The price agency also pointed out that the new ceilings are generally lower than 
existing ceilings on Irish linen handkerchiefs made abroad and subsequently imported into 
the United States. 

Manufacturers in the business in March 1942, and not importing the linen direct from 
abroad, are permitted to add the difference between the March 1942 prices for the imported 
linen and what they now have to pay for it. Those importing the linen direct from 
abroad may add the difference between March 1942 prices and those in effect during the 30 
days prior to August 20, 1943. The result is approximately the same in both cases, as 
importers of Irish linen who sell to manufacturers are limited to August 20. 1943, costs 
in computing their ceiling prices. 

Manufacturers not in business in March 1942, or without foreign suppliers in the 30 
days prior to August 20, 1943, or otherwise unable to determine their ceilings, should apply 
to OPA in Washington, D. C., for approval of a ceiling price that they should suggest at 
the time of making application. Retailers are permitted to add a mark-up of 60 per cent 
to the prices charged them by manufacturers in establishing their ceiling prices. This 
will give them substantially the same dollar-and-cent return on each item as they realized 
during March 1942. 

They will figure their ceiling prices in this way in the future rather than by using 
their pricing charts under Maximum Price Regulation No. 580—Retail Ceiling Prices for 
Certain Apparel and Home Furnishings. (Order No. 100 under the Maximum Import Price 
Regulation—effective July 30, 1945.) 
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R. R. TRACK ACCESSORIES 


Exporters of relaying rails and used track accessories may use the same export pre- 
miums that were established previously for exporters of other iron and steel products. 
This action, effective August 18, 1945, applies to warehousemén who perform certain proc- 
essing operations, such as straightening the rails, and to dealers who sell material that 
has not been put through any warehouse processes. : 

The premium when the rails or track accessories have been put through an authorized 
relaying rail warehouse, may be added to the domestic ceiling prices. If the items are not 
put through any warehouse operations, the export premiums are applied to the maximum 
price of the exporter’s supplies. The export premiums range from six per cent to 12% 
per cent, depending upon the size of the transaction, and provisions are made for extra al- 
lowances depending upon the terms of sale. (Amendment No. 20 to the Second Revised 
Maximum Export Price Regulation—effective August 18, 1945.) 


DISTILLED SPIRITS AND WINES 


An extension of the dead!ine for importers of distilled spirits and wines for filing with 
the OPA their ceiling prices for items they sold in 1942 was announced today by the Office 
of Price Administration. The former deadline of August 4, 1945, has been extended to 
September 15, 1945. 

Because of the unusually large number of items importers will be required to report, 
this extension of the deadline for filing is intended to make it easier for the importers to 
complete their reports. (Amendment 27 to Maximum Price Regulation 445—Distilled Spirits 
and Wines—effective July 27, 1945.) 

Price controls have been suspended for imported wines and imported distilled spirits 
(except whiskeys), such as brandy, rum and cordials, when sold in bulk or bottled. The 
suspension does not apply to these items when sold “by the drink” for on-premise con- 
sumption. OPA emphasized that Scotch and other imported whiskeys remain under price 
control. 

This suspension, effective August 15, 1945, was taken under a directive issued on July 
25, 1945, by William H. Davis, Director of the Office of Economic Stabilization, and is pos- 
sible because most wines and distilled spirits, except whiskeys, imported principally from 
Spain, Portugal, Chile, Argentina, Cuba and Puerto Rico during the European war, are 
selling below ceiling prices. In the event that prices threaten to rise above present ceiling 
levels, controls will be promptly restored. 

Imports of wines and distilled spirits from liberated countries such as France, and 
from other European countries cut off from commerce during the war, such as Italy, are 
also covered by the suspension. These imports, at present have no important bearing on 
the cost of living and the burden of control is out of proportion to the benefits to the 
stabilization program and will have no effect on maintaining effective price controls over 
other commodities and will not result in diversion of materials, facilities or manpower 
from war production or from the production of other commodities. (Amendment 29 to 
Maximum Price Regulation 445—Distilled Spirits and Wines—effective August 15, 1945.) 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—EXAMINATION OF 
MERCHANDISE—SPECIAL REGULATION 


It is my opinion that the examination of less than 1 package of every 10 packages, 
but not less than 1 package of every invoice, of the merchandise hereinafter described, if 
such merchandise is (1) imported in packages the contents and values of which are uni- 
form, or (2) imported in packages the contents of which are identical as to character al- 
though differing as to quantity and value per package, will amply protect the revenue: 


Brooms Riser-X 
Chrom-X Sil-X 
Life preservers Tobacco, unstemmed leaf 


Therefore, by virtue of the authority contained in sections 499 and 624 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended (19 U. S. C. secs. 1499 and 1624), I do by this special regulation per- 
mit and authorize a less number of packages than 1 package of every 10 packages, but 
not iess than 1 packaze of every invoice, of the above-described merchandise to be 
examined. 


This special regulation shall not be construed to preclude the examination of pack- 
ages in addition to the minimum number hereby permitted to be examined if the collector 
or the appraiser shall deem it necessary that a greater number of packages be examined.

Section 22.20 (e), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 22.20(e)), is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

(e) When a shipment is exported to Canada or Mexico from a border port of exit 
and no bill of lading is issued to cover the exportation, the collector shall accept a draw- 
back entry supported by a copy of any inland bill of lading covering the transportation 
of the merchandise to the border port, and an affidavit of the forwarder at the border 
port showing the name of the person for whose account the merchandise was exported, 
describing the merchandise, identifying it by its notice of intent number, and certifying 
that he was the forwarder of the merchandise, that exportation was made by a specified 
conveyance, and that no bill of lading was issued to cover such exportation.

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

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RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS ACT 


President Truman signed the Doughton Bill, to extend and expand the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act on July 5, 1945. This extends the authority of the President to 
negotiate new, or renegotiate existing reciprocal trade agreements until June 12, 1948. 
The full text of the Act is as follows: 

(PUBLIC LAW 130—79TH CONGRESS—CHAPTER 269—Ist SESSION H. R. 3240) 

AN ACT 
“To extend the authority of the President under section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
; amended, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the period during which the President is authorized to enter into 
foreign trade agreements under section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended and extended 
is hereby extended for a further period of three years from June 12, 1945. 

Sec. 2. (a) The second sentence of subsection (a) (2) of such section, as amended 
(U. S. C., 1940 edition, Supp. IV, title 19, sec. 1351 (a) (2) ), is amended to read as follows: 
“No proclamation shall be made increasing or decreasing by more than 50 per per centum 
any rate of duty, however established, existing on January 1, 1945 (even though tempo- 
rarily suspended by Act of Congress), or transferring any article between the dutiable 
and free lists.” 

(b) The proviso of subsection (b) of such section (U. S. C., 1940 edition, sec. 1351 (b) ) 
is amended to read as follows: “Provided, That the duties on such an article shall in no 
case be increased or decreased by more than 50 per centum of the duties, however estab- 
lished, existing on January 1, 1945 (even though temporarily suspended by Act of Con- 
gress).” 

Sec. 3. Such section 350 is further amended by adding at the end thereof a new sub- 
section to read as follows: 

“(d) (1) When any rate of duty has been increased or decreased for the duration of 
war or an emergency, by agreement or otherwise, any further increase or decrease shall 
be computed upon the basis of the post-war or post-emergency rate carried in such agree- 
ment gr otherwise. 

“(2) Where under a foreign trade agreement the United States has reserved the un- 
qualified right to withdraw or modify, after the termination of war or an emergency, a 
rate ona specific commodity, the rate on such commodity to be considered as ‘existing on 
January 1, 1945’ for the purpose of this section shall be the rate which would have existed 
if the agreement had not been entered into. 

“(3) No proclamation shall be made pursuant to this section for the purpose of carry- 
ing out any foreign trade agreement the proclamation with respect to which has been 
terminated in whole by the President prior to the date this subsection is enacted.” 

Sec. 4. Section 4 of the Act entitled “An act to amend the Tariff Act of 1930,” approved 
June 12, 1934 (U. S. C., 1940 edition, title 19, sec. 1354), relating to the governmental 
agencies from which the President shall seek information and advice with respect to 
foreign trade agreements, is amended by inserting after “Departments of State,” the fol- 
lowing: ‘“‘War, Navy.” Approved July 5, 1945.

The following new sections (12.60 to 12.63, inclusive) are hereby added to part 12 of

100-104)” 
or, in the case of such skins taken under the authority of the act or any fur-seal agree- 
ment, if the skins are not officially marked and certified as required by section 2 of the 
act.

12.61 Fur-seal or sea-otter skins permitted entry.—(a) Fur-seal or sea-otter skins 
taken by Indians, Aleuts, or other aborigines under the authority of section 3 of the 
act,* fur-seal skins taken under the authority of the Canadian Government, and fur- 
seal skins taken on.the Pribilof Islands and other specified areas under the authority 
of section 4 of the act“ shall be admitted to entry if officially marked and certified 
as having been lawfully taken and if accompanied by an affidavit of the shipper iden- 
tifying the skins by marks and numbers as those covered by the official certificate. 
| T.D. 51274] 

(b) Fur-seal or sea-otter skins taken in waters or on land not specified in the act 
or in the fur-seal agreement with Canada“ or other fur-seal agreement shall be admit- 
ted to entry upon the production of evidence satisfactory to the collector that they 
have been so taken. (R. S. 161, secs. 1-19, 58 Sat. 100-104, sec. 624, 46 Stat. 759; 
5 U. 8. C. 22, 16 U. S. C., Sup., 631a-631r, 19 U. S. C. 1624.) [T.D. 51274] 

12.62 Enforcement; duties of customs officers——(a) In accordance with the au- 
thority contained in sections 10 and 12” of the act, customs officers shall arrest or 
cause to be arrested persons violating the provisions of the act or of any regulation 
made pursuant thereto; shall search vessels when there is reasonable cause to believe 
that such vessels are subject to seizure under the act; shall seize any vessel used or em- 
ployed or which it appears has been or is about to be used or employed in violation of 
the act or any regulation made pursuant thereto; and shall seize fur seals and sea 
otters, or the skins thereof, killed, captured, transported, imported, offered for sale, 
or possessed by any person contrary to the provisions of the act or of any regulation 
made pursuant thereto. [T.D. 51274] 

(b) All articles, including vessels and equipment, seized by customs officers for 
violation of the act shall be turned over to the nearest officer or agent of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Department of the Interior, for appropriate disposition under the 
act, receipts to be taken in duplicate therefor. One copy of each such receipt shall be 
transmitted to the Bureau with a detailed report of the facts in the particular case 
involved.

If the examiner has any doubt as to the identity of the skins or the 
lawful taking thereof, the articles shall be retained in customs custody and the facts 
shall be reported to the Bureau.

taken, or raw, dressed, or dyed skins of fur seals taken in or on the waters of the North 
Pacific Ocean or on lands subject to the jurisdiction of the United States, except seal skins 
which have been taken under the authority of this Act or under the authority of the 
respective parties to any fur-seal agreement and which have been officially marked and 
certified as having been so taken. (Sec. 2, 58 Stat. 101.) 

“Nothing contained in this Act shall apply to the killing, capturing, pursuing, trans- 
portation, importation, offering for sale, or possession of fur seals or sea otters, or the 
skins thereof, for scientific purposes under special permit issued therefor by the Secretary. 
(Sec. 16, 58 Stat. 104.) (Continued on next page) 
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42Indians, Aleuts, or other aborigines dwelling on the American coasts of the waters 
of the North Pacific Ocean shall be permitted to carry on pelagic sealing or sea otter 
hunting without the use of firearms from canoes or undecked boats, propelled wholly by 
paddles, oars, or sails, and not transported by or used in connection with other vessels, 
and manned by not more than five persons each, in the way heretofore practiced by said 
Indians, Aleuts, or other aborigines, and shall be permitted to dispose of the skins of fur 
seals or sea otters so taken as they see fit, but only after such skins have been officially 
marked and certified as provided in section 2 of this Act. The exception made in this sec- 
tion shall not apply to Indians, Aleuts, or other aborigines in the employment of other 
persons or who shall engage in pelagic sealing or sea otter hunting under contract to 
deliver the skins to any person.

48Jn order to continue the proper utilization of the fur-seal herd of the North Pacific 
Ocean and to carry out the purposes of this Act, the Secretary is authorized to permit 
sealing on the Pribilof and other islands and on the shores of waters subject to the juris- 
diction of the United States, by officers and employees of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
designated by him and by the natives of the Territory of Alaska, and to adopt suitable 
regulations governing the same whenever he shall determine that such sealing is neces- 
sary or desirable and not inconsistent with preservation of the fur seals of the North Pa- 
cific Ocean. The Secretary is also authorized to permit pelagic sealing in the event of 
emergency circumstances by officers, employees and agents of the United States and by 
the natives of the Territory of Alaska under such conditions and for such periods as 
may be agreed upon by consultation between the Government of the United States and 
the Government of Canada in accordance with the provisions of article II of the Provi- 
sional Fur Seal Agreement of 1942.

“The provisions of this Agreement shall apply to all waters of the Bering Sea and 
the Pacific Ocean, north of the thirtieth parallel of north latitude and east of the one 
hundred and eightieth meridian. (Art. I, Provisional Fur Seal Agreement of 1942 between 
the United States and Canada, E. A. S. 415, 58 Stat. 1379.) 

4 Any officer or employee of the Department of the Interior authorized by the Secre- 
tary, any naval or other officer designated by the President, any marshal or deputy mar- 
shal, any collector or deputy collector of customs, and any other person authorized by 
law to enforce the provisions of this Act shall have power, without warrant, to arrest

Any officer, employee, or other person 
authorized to enforce the provisions of this act shall have power to execute any warrant 
or process issued by an officer or court of competent jurisdiction for the enforcement of 
the provisions of this Act; and shall have power with a search warrant to search any per- 
son, vessel, or place at any time. The judges of the courts established under the laws of 
the United States, and the United States commissioners, may, within their respective juris- 
dictions, upon proper oath or affirmation showing probable cause, issue warrants in all 
such cases. All fur seals and sea otters, or the skins thereof, killed, captured, transported, 
imported, offered for sale, or possessed contrary to the provisions of this Act or of any 
regulation made pursuant thereto, and any vessel used or employed contrary to the pro- 
visions of this Act or of any regulation made pursuant thereto, or which it reasonably 
appears has been or is about to be used or employed in or in aid of the performance of 
any act forbidden by the provisions of this Act or of any regulation made pursuant there- 
to, together with its tackle, apparel, furniture, appurtenances, and cargo, may, when- 
ever and wherever lawfully found, be seized by any such officer, employee, or other per- 
son. (Sec. 10, 58 Stat. 102.)

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CONVERSION OF CURRENCY—BRAZILIAN CRUZEIROS 


Reference is made to instructions published in T.D. 48467 of August 8, 1936, T.D. 48553 
of October 5, 1936, and T.D. 49893 of June 19, 1939, regarding the assessment of duties in 
cases involving the conversion of Brazilian milreis, now known as cruzeiros. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York certified two rates for the Brazilian milreis, 
one designated the “official” rate and the other the “free” rate, during the period beginning 
August 3, 1936, and ending November 18, 1937. Available information indicates that the 
dual-rate certifications were the result of a Brazilian Government decree of February 11, 
1935. providing that merchandise for export from Brazil must yield foreign exchange to 
the Brazilian Government which, in the case of exports to the United States, meant pay- 
ment in United States dollars. Under the decree a portion of the foreign exchange (U. S. 
dollars) derived from the sale of certain classes of merchandise for export was required 
to be sold to the Bank of Brazil at the official rate of exchange while the remaining por- 
tion was to be sold at the free rate through banks authorized to deal in foreign exchange. 
It is understood that for exports of certain merchandise during this period 35 per centum 
of the foreign exchange (U. S. dollars) was required to be sold at the official rate and 65 
per centum at the free rate 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York has also certified two rates for the Brazilian 
milreis or cruzeiro from April 10, 1939, to date. These rates are designated as “official” 
and “free.” Available information discloses that the dual-rate certifications during this 
period have resulted from Brazilian decree No. 1201 of April 8, 1939. Under this decree, by 
which the requirement was continued that merchandise for export from Brazil yield for- 
eign exchange to the Government, a portion of the foreign exchange (U. S. dollars in the 
ease of exports to the United States) derived from exports is to be sold to the Bank of 
Brazil at the official rate and the remainder at the free rate, through banks authorized to 
deal in foreign exchange in Brazil. It is understood that for export of certain classes of 
merchandise during this period the requirements have been that 30 per centum of the 
foreign exchange (U. S. dollars) be sold at the official rate and the balance of 70 per 
centum at the free rate. 

Apparently, during both periods there were exceptions from the requirements noted. 
It is understood that in the case of certain merchandise all the exchange was sold at the 
official rate, or all was sold at the free rate, and in other instances the percentages of the 
exchange to be sold at the different rates varied depending on the class of merchandise 
to be exported. 

In the case of any importation in which liquidation has been suspended under the 
Treasury decisions cited above or in which appraisement has been withheld pursuant to 
departmental or bureau instructions pending determination of the proper rate for con- 
version of the Brazilian cruzeiro, the appraiser and collector shall proceed, respectively, 
with the appraisement and liquidation according to the following procedure, provided the 
requirements outlined below are complied with: 

1. No rate of exchange shall be used for customs currency conversion purposes except 
a rate or rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank for the date of exportation of the 
merchandise, unless there is a proclaimed rate for that date which varies by less than 5 
per centum from one or both of the rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank for that 
date. in which event the case shall be referred to the Commissioner of Customs. 

2. Where it is established to the satisfaction of the appropriate customs officer, either 
from information in his own files, information obtained by him from outside sources, or 
information obtained and presented to him by the importer, that a specified percentage of 
the foreign exchange (U.S. dollars) derived from the sale and exportation of the particu- 
lar merchandise was sold at the official rate and the balance at the free rate, and that the 
sale of such exchange at those corresponding rates and in those percentages was permis- 
sible or required under Brazilian law, then the official rate for the date of exportation 
shall be used for customs currency conversion purposes for the percentage of the ex- 
change (U. S. dollars) actually sold at an official rate and the free rate for the date of 
exportation shall be used for the remaining percentage. 

3. Where it is satisfactorily established, as provided in item 2, that all foreign ex- 
change (U. S. dollars) derived from the sale and exportation of particular merchandise was 
sold at a free rate, or at an official rate, and that the rate used was required or permissible 
under Brazilian law, the corresponding rate for the date of exportation shall be applied for 
currency conversion purposes. 

4. Where the exchange (U. S. dollars) obtained in payment for the merchandise and 
the exchange obtained in payment for dutiable costs, charges, or expenses incident to 
making the merchandise ready for shipment have been sold at different rates or different 
percentages have been sold at the free and official rates, the currency conversions for the 
exchange covering payment for the merchandise and the exchange covering such costs, 
charges, or expenses shall be separately calculated according to the rules stated above in 
items 1, 2, and 3. ; 

5. For purposes of appraisement, when there are both a foreign and an export value, 
the appraiser shall apply the appropriate rate or rates to the value expressed in dollars 
in order to obtain a corresponding value expressed in cruzeiros for the purpose of com- 
paring the export value with the foreign value. 

Where information regarding Brazilian currency conversion practices, necessary to 
comply with the instructions contained herein, is not available locally at a port other than 
New York, the appraiser or collector shall request the Customs Information Exchange, 201 
Varick Street, New York 14, N. Y., to endeavor to obtain the information. 

When appraisement or liquidation has been completed in as many cases as possible 
under the rules outlined above, the appraiser or collector shall furnish the Bureau with a 
detailed report regarding any cases in which Brazilian currency conversion questions re- 
main to be disposed of. The reports shall furnish the Bureau with all information per- 
tinent to those cases which may have been obtained regarding the Brazilian currency laws 
and regulations. ; 

P Since only the “official” rate has been published by the Secretary of the Treasury dur- 
ing the periods of dual-rate certification by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, the 
“free” rate for the date of export, in each case, shall be requested from the Customs In- 
formation Exchange. Following the issuance of these instructions both the “official” and

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“free” rates for the Brazilian cruzeiro, as certified by the Federal Reserve bank, will be 
published in the weekly pamphlets and bound volumes of the Treasury Decisi 

In the case of merchandise exported from Brazil to the United States on or after the 
date of these instructions, in respect of which conversion of currency is required for 
customs purposes, appraisers of merchandise and collectors of customs shall withhold ap- 
praisement and suspend liquidation, under the provisions of the Treasury decisions and 
other instructions referred to herein, only in instances where appraisement and liquidation 
cannot be accomplished in accordance with these instructions, 

The deposit of estimated duties shall be required on the basis of the official rate of 
exchange as certified for the date of exportation. [T.D. 51283.]

Transit goods (Commerce Form 7513-DA) bearing the word “Confidential” in 1/5 inch bold 
faced type at top of center and bottom center of the form, instead of diagonally across 
face of form. 

Shipper’s Export Declarations on which the word “Confidential” has been printed diag- 
onally across the face will continue to be accepted until January 1, 1946.

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UNITED STATES IMPORTS FROM CHINA—AN ANALYSIS OF 
THE PREWAR TRADE 


The United States Tariff Commission issued recently a report on United States imports 
from China, Hong Kong, and the Kwantung Leased Territory in the period 1936-41. This 
report consists primarily of digests of information on all articles imported from this area 
in either 1936 or 1940 to a value of $25,000 or more, provided that this area ranked first or 
second among United States foreign suppliers of the article in at least 3 years in the 
period 1936-41. Information on a few other commodities is also included. Among them 
are tin, carpet wool, and tea; United States imports of these commodities from the area 
exceeded $25,000 annually, but the area did not rank as first or second supplier. Among 
them also are certain minor commodities, such as those which are closely related to the 
major products selected, and those which are so distinctive as to Warrant special con- 
sideration—for example, antique Chinese objects of art. 

The individual digests show the tariff status of the commodities since 1930, together 
with the statistics of United States Imports from China, Hong Kong, and Kwantung com- 
bined, and from each of the other prince ipal foreign suppliers, in the period 1936-41. United 
States production and foreign trade in similar or competitive articles are also described, 
and for some articles—Philippine embroideries, for example—the production and export 
trade of third countries is discussed. 

The commodities which are individually reviewed accounted for imports of 81 million 
dollars in 1936 and 88 million dollars in 1940, or for approximately 95 per cent of total 
United States imports from China, Hong Kong, and Kwantung in each of those years. Of 
these selected imports, about two-thirds, in terms of value, were duty-free and one-third, 
dutiable. They constituted about one-fifth of the total imports of these articles from all 
countries, in both 1936 and 1940. 

Twenty leading articles accounted for about three-fourths of the value of all United 
States imports from China, Hong Kong, and Kwantung in 1936 and 1940. The principal 
duty-free imports were tung oil, raw silk, tin, carpet wool, goat and kid skins, lamb and 
sheep furs, weasel furs, raw cotton, goat and kid furs and sausage casings; and the prin- 
cipal dutiable imports were bristles, handkerchiefs, embroidered articles, seasame seed, 
feathers, perilla oil, fur plates and mats, dried eggs, peanut oil, and tungsten ore and con- 
centrates. Tung oil was by far the most important article, accounting in both 1936 and 
1940 for about 20 per cent of the value of all imports from that area; this area supplied 
the United States with practically all of its imports of tung oil in 1936 and 1940. Copies of

page 1376 IMPOSITION AND COLLECTION OF IMMIGRATION FINES 


To accord with amendments of the regulations of the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, Department of Justice, relating to the imposition and collection of fines 
(8 CFR, part 160), published in the Federal Register of July 3, 1945, Appendix VI of 
the Customs Regulations of 1943, section 160.19 is revised as follows: 

160.19 Notice of decisions; appeal.—The Central Office shall furnish notice of the de- 
cision in all cases to the field office. The port will then inform the steamship company, 
carrier, or person against whom the proceedings were instituted and, where a fine has been 
imposed by the Commissioner, shall at the same time notify such company, carrier, or 
person that 30 days will be allowed from the date of the notice within which to enter an 
appeal to the Board of Immigration Appeals. Any notice of appeal shall be filed in writing 
at the port and state whether oral argument is desired before the Board. The port shall 
also inform the collector of customs promptly in the event no penalty is imposed, and in 
all other cases upon the disposition of any appeal, or at the expiration of the time in 
which an appeal may be entered. The collector of customs shall take such action as may 
be appropriate in carrying out the provisions of the decision. [T.D. 51285.] 
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IMPORT-EXPORT STATISTICS 


The Bureau of the Census announced that June, 1945, exports of merchandise, valued 
at $881 million, were 23 per cent less than in May. The decrease was due principally to a 
substantial drop in Lend-Lease shipments which represented only 60 per cent of total 
exports in June in contrast to 69 per cent in May and 79 per cent for the year 1944, The 
June Lend-Lease exports were the lowest since September, 1942, and were 33 per cent 
below the May, 1945, Lend-Lease value of $788 million. The value of non-Lend-Lease or 
commercial shipments rose slightly from $350 million in May to $353 million in June. 

Commercial or non-Lend-Lease exports meanwhile represented 40 per cent of the 
value of total exports in June as compared with 31 per cent in May and a 1944 monthly 
average of 21 per cent. 

The decrease in the value of total exports in June was accompanied by a relatively 
smaller decrease in shipping weight. June exports were recorded at 18,506 million pounds 
as compared with 18,863 million pounds for May. Lend-Lease shipments accounted for 37 
per cent of the June shipping weight total and commercial shipments 63 per cent as com- 
pared with 40 per cent and 60 per cent respectively in May. The high proportion of low- 
valued bulk commodities exported during June held the average value per pound for com- 
mercial exports down to 3 cents, slightly less than previous months’ values. The average 
value per pound of Lend-Lease exports dropped from 10.4 cents in May to 7.7 cents in June. 

The value of imports into the United States fell off slightly in June, with general 
imports valued at $357 million, 4 per cent less than May, while shipping weight increased 
to 10,648 million pounds as compared with 10,380 million pounds in May, indicating a small 
decrease in the average per pound value of imported commodities. 

The export figures do not include shipments to United States armed forces abroad, nor 
have they been adjusted for price level. Summary figures for exports and imports are 
quoted in the following tables:

WOOD PULP—IMPORTATIONS 


Imports of wood pulp into the United States from overseas totaled 23,715 short tons 
during the week ended August 10, 1945. 

The aggregate quantity imported from overseas sources since VE-Day through August 
10, 1945, amounts to 63,766 short tons of which about 55 per cent was unbleached sulphate 
wood pulp (kraft) and about 37 per cent was unbleached sulphite wood pulp. The re- 
maining 8 per cent was of bleached sulphite and bleached sulphate grades.

FINLAND, ESTONIA, LATVIA, LITHUANIA AND POLANI ctive at once letters 
not exceeding 2 ounces and non-illustrated post cards shall be accepted for dispatch by 
air or by surface means to destinations in Finland, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania and Poland. 

The following postage rates are applicable to mail to be sent by surface transportation. 
Letters—5 cents for the first ounce and 3 cents for the next ounce. Post eards—3 cents 
each, Articles intended for dispatch by air are subject to the postage rate of 30 cents 
per half-ounce or fraction. Registration, special delivery, money-order, and parcel post 
services are not available. 

ITALY—effective immediately, mail service for letters not exceeding 2 pounds 3 
ounces in weight and post cards (including registry service), is extended to include the 
Italian provinces of Bolzano, Trento, and Udine. Accordingly such mail may be accepted 
for delivery in the whole of continental Italy (including Sardinia and Sicily), except the 
provinces of Gorizia, Trieste, Fiume, and Pola. 

Letters and letter packages may not*contain merchandise of any kind, but are re- 
stricted to communications (personal or business) which are not transactional in character 

The provisions pe oho 3 gift packages for civilians in the Vatican City State and 
the Italian cities of Rome, Naples and Palermo (Sicily) remain in effect. -arcel-post 
packages for other places in Italy are not acceptable. 

GUATEMALA—An agreement has been made with Guatemala, effective August 1, 
1945, for the exchange of insured as well as ordinary parcels, up to the maximum weight 
of 44 pounds per parcel, and for the payment of indemnity for the loss, rifling, or damage 
of insured parcels in the actual amount based on the actual value (current price, or, in 
the absence of current price, the ordinary estimated'value) at the place where and the 
time when the parcel was accepted for mailing, but not exceeding $100 when mailed in 
Guatemala or in the United States (including Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Guam, Samoa 
and the Virgin Islands), provided in any case that the indemnity may not be greater than 
the amount for which the parcel was insured and on which the insurance fee has been 
collected. 

Parcel-post packages for Guatemala must comply with the export licensing require- 
ments of the Foreign Economic Administration. With the inauguration of insurance 
service,’ registered parcel-post service with Guatemala will be discontinued. Insured 
parcels will be subject to the following limits of indemnity when prepaid the appropriate 








postage rates in addition to the fees mentioned: Insured parcels must, and ordinary 
parcels may, be sealed.

Air-mail and money-order services are not 
available to Greece. Mail for Greece is subject to the licensing requirements of the For- 
eign Economic Administration. 

SICILY AND SARDINIA, ITALY—zift parcels may be sent to all places in Sicily and 
Sardinia subject to the same restrictions as have heretofore applied to parcels for the 
cities of Palermo, Naples, Rome, and Vatican C ity State. Such parcels may contain only 
essential items, such as clothing, shoes, sewing kits, powdered or evaporated milk, soap, 
etc., are limited to 4 pounds in weight, and only one parcel per month may be sent from 
the same sender to the same addressee. No writing, printed matter, tobacco, cigarette

WORLD TRADE LISTS 

Complete revision of its world trade list series is to be undertaken by the Department 
of Commerce because of the dislocations of productive and distributive facilities in for- 
eign countries, occasioned by the war. 

The file of trade lists which are maintained by the Division of Commercial and Eco- 
nomic Information, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, records the names and 
addresses of potential purchasers of American-made merchandise and sources of essential 
imports in approximately 100 principal foreign geographical areas. About 85 broad classi- 
fications of commodities will be covered in the lists. 

A preliminary study by the Department of the changes in trade channels in those 
countries directly or indirectly touched by the war evidences a need for complete revision 
of the lists. 

European countries in which channels of trade have been greatly changed compared 
with the prewar period will receive first consideration in the revision. tevision of lists 
covering Pacific areas will be undertaken as soon as practical. 

Basic data for inclusion in the mailing lists will be gathered in cooperation with the 
Foreign Service of the Department of State. 

In normal prewar years over 50,000 copies of trade lists were distributed annually upon 
request to American foreign traders. 


CATALOGS OF TEXTILE MACHINERY MANUFACTURERS 
FOR THE POLISH GOVERNMENT 


A request has been received from the American Mission in Poland to secure, for the 
benefit of the Volish Government, catalogs of representative American textile machinery 
manufacturers. This literature is desired for the purpose of aiding Polish Government 
officials in planning for the reconstruction of industries in that country. 

Inasmuch as regular mail service is not available to Warsaw, the Department of State 
has agreed to take care of the delivery of catalogs in Warsaw. Interested firms should 
send the catalogs direct to Mr. W. H. Myer; Chief, Machinery & Motive Products Unit, 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., marking them “For 
transmission to Poland.” As it will be difficult to forward any single package weighing 
more than 4 pounds, that limitation should be noted.

Importation of Cotton and Cottonseed From the United States Authorized 
According to Decree No. 2509, published in the Gaceta Oficial of March 10, 1945, as 
reported in Foreign Tariffs and Trade Controls for the week ending June 18, 1945, the 
conditions prescribed in Decree No. 1899 of June 1, 1937 (Supplement No. 1 of B.E.P.Q.— 
396), which prohibit the importation of cotton and cottonseed from the United States, have 
been amended as follows: 
Import Permit and Fumigation Certificate Required 
“Permits for the importation of cotton fiber and seed from the United States may be 
issued by the Dominican Secretary of State for Agriculture, Industry and Labor, provided 
shipments have been fumigated and that inspection upon arrival in the country shows 
them to be in satisfactory sanitary condition Dominican Consuls in the United States 
can visa documents covering the shipment of cotton fiber and seed on presentation of a 
certificate issued by a competent authority showing that the goods have been duly fumi- 
gated, and Dominican customs authorities may deliver these products against receipt of 
the permit issued by the Secretary of State for Agriculture, Industry and Labor.”

NOT A RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENT 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Governments of the United States and Chile concluded on July 30, 1945, by means of 
anu exchange of notes a provisional commercial agreement whereby the Chilean Government 
granted to the commerce of the United States, without compensation, reductions in the Chilean 
import duties on certain commodities, the reductions to continue in force for a period of one 
year unless the agreement is superseded within that time by a more comprehensive commercial 
agreement. The agreement may also be terminated by either Government upon giving thirty 
duys’ notice. 

The Government of Chile annownced that its decision to make these unilateral duty con- 
cessions was taken in the interest of the expansion and liberalization of trade in, accordance 
with the economic objectives of the Atlantic Charter and of the recent Inter-American Con- 
ference on Problems of War and Peace at Mexico City. 

Both Governments took advantage of the occasion to express a willingness to undertake 
negotiations for the conclusion of a Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation. 

The exchange of notes took place in Santiago between the American Ambassador and the 
Acting Minister of Foreign Affairs of Chile. The new agreement does not affect the provisional 
commercial agreement between the United States and Chile which has been in force since 


February 1, 19388. F 
The note of the Chilean Government, including the list of concessions, and this Goveri- , 


ment’s reply, are as follows: 


“Mr. Ambassador: 

“The Government of the Republic of Chile, consistent with the principles maintained 
by the United Nations and in accordance with the economic objectives of the Atlantic 
Charter and, especially, of the Inter-American Conference of Mexico City on Problems of 
War and Peace, in rezard to the reduction of customs duties, wishes to adopt measures 
tending to intensify the commercial exchange with the United States of America and the 
other Allied Nations under a policy of mutual concessions and of close cooperation. 

“In view of the fact that the conclusion of a more comprehensive commercial agree- 
ment with the United States will require some time yet, on account of the studies and 
procedures which have to be considered, the Government of Chile believes that it can ad- 
vance toward the attainment of the objectives mentioned by means of the present supple- 
mentary exchange of notes, which, amplifying the Provisional Commercial Agreement 
signed by the two countries on January 6, 1938, contemplates in the best manner the 
proposals stated in the aforementioned international agreements. 

“The Government of Chile is disposed, accordingly, to concede customs privileges to 
the United States products enumerated in the enclosed list: these reductions will, like the 
Provisional Commercial Agreement of 1938, be maintained in force until the conclusion 


‘of a more comprehensive commercial agreement with the United States of America, and 


will be of considerable and positive benefit to the products of that country, which will thus 
oan appreciable tariff reductions on numerous items of importance in its commerce with 

rile. 
“The Government of my country has decided to take the step indicated, without stipu- 
lating compensation, being convinced that this corresponds to the spirit of frank and loyal 
cooperation which the Delegation of the United States of America showed during the 
Mexico City Conference. 

‘'rhis Note and a reply from Your Excellency expressing the agreement of your Govern- 
ment with this proposal of the Government of Chile will constitute an Agreement between 
the two countries on this matter. 

“This Agreement will be in force for one year unless superseded within that time by 
a more comprehensive commercial agreement, and it may be denounced by either of the 
two countries by giving notice 30 days in advance. 

“The Government of Chile avails itself of this occasion to manifest its desire to begin 
negotiations with Your Excellency’s Government to conclude a treaty of friendship, com- 
merce and navigation. 

“f avail myself of this opportunity to repeat to Your Excellency the assurances of my 
highest and most distinguished consideration.” 


(Reply from the American Ambassador to Chile. the Honorable Claude G. Bowers, to the 
Acting Minister of Foreign Affairs of Chile, His Excellency Luis Alamos Barros.—Translation ). 


“Excellency: 

“T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your Excellency’s note of July 30,

either Government by giving thirty days’ advance notice 

“T have the honor to assure Your Excellency that the Government of the United States
